Shipment* of the bean crop are now 
beginning from Ventara and Santa Bar­ 
bara. Half a dozen cars have been 
started on their way east. . A car con 
tains about 360 sacks of sixty pounds 
each, a total ef about 20,000 pounds to 
the car. 
They aro quoted at $1.®0 Der 
hundred weight. 
There are no means at hand for mak­ 
ing a very close estimate of tbe total 
crop. 
¿The total acreage under cultiva­ 
tion ie said to be about one-third larger 
iban last year, but there ia no probability 
that the total crop will be that much 
larger. 
The succession of very hot days 
which prevailed about six weeks ago had 
the effect of ripening and drying the 
beans a little too rapidly. 
This does not 
in the 
eligbteat degree impair their 
quality, but has served to decrease the 
weight. 
The last year’s crop, accord­ 
ing to the I l l u s t r a t e d H e r a l d ,was over 
aeven millions of pounds or 350 carloads. 
The estimate for this year is from 400 to 
450 care. It value may be roughly esti­ 
mated at from a million aud a half to a 
million and three-quarters of dollars— 
one of the finest sources of wealth 
^hat exists in this section. 
The chief drawback about ibis product 
has been in the past that only in a lim­ 
ited degree was it of profit to this city or 
county. It was shipped by way of San 
Francisco and handled by the northern 
commission men. The reason for this was 
that the Southern Pacific charged an 
arbitrary rate $1.10 a hundred from 
Ventura, while the rate from San Fran­ 
cisco, a terminal point, was only $1.00. 
The 
beans 
were 
therefore, 
for the most part, sent 
north 
by 
the 
Pacific 
Coast 
Steamship 
line 
at a cost of Beven and a half cents a 
hundred, and then re-shipped from 8an 
Francisco. 
In this way the dealers 
saved a margin of t \o and a half coots a 
hundred. The recent reduction made 
by the Steamship Company in their 
rates made this margin in favor of the 
northern dealers even larger, and at one 
time it looked as though the entire crop 
of this season would go that way. 
On the 25th of last month, however, 
the Southern Pacific made an important 
change in the rate at which this article is 
to be shipped. The rate from Ventura 
and way stations along the line through 
the bean-producing country will hence­ 
forth be the same as from Los Angeles 
and ¿rom San Francisco,viz.: $1.00. Thus 
it comes to pass that the margin is all in 
favor jof the Los Angeles commission 
men. 
The result is beginning to show itself. 
One Lon Angeles merchant, for example, 
F. M. K^ach, has contracted to dispose of 
nearly 200 carloads, and others are get­ 
ting large consignments. The entire crop 
will in all probability be handled through 
this city, to the advantage cf the com­ 
merce of this section, as well as to the 
producers themselves.

The Kansas City Star, of the 21st ult.,

Chicago is alee the best 
place for the General Traffic Manager and 
General Passenger Agent, although in 
respect to the latter official I am not now 
prepared to state where he will be sta­ 
tioned. The rest of the offices will remain 
at Topeka.”

NEWS ABUIJT TOWN. 


Contraéis Discussed Before 
the Law Students. 


A VERY INTERESTING LECTURE. 


Goo* Feeling: Between Los Angelei 
wid Chicago—other Events 
of Local Interest. 


The regular meeting of the members of 
the Law Students’ Association held last 
night in Judge Van Dyke’s courtroom, in 
the Abstract building, wa» well attended 
by both the stadents and members of 
the bar, every seat in the room being oc­ 
cupied. 
The proceedings w e» opened 
by 
President F. M. Raymond, who an­ 
nounced that the meeting-dosed the ad­ 
ministration of the fifft officers of the 
association, which was founded three 
months ago by Mr. Leroy Peyton, now 
of San Francisco, but formerly of this 
city. In a brief but interesting address 
Mr. Raymund reviewed the progress of 
the association since its 
permanent 
organization on the first Tuesday in July 
last, and on its conclusion vacated the 
chair in favor of the President-elect, Mr. 
T B. Dockweiler. 
That gentleman on takiDg the post of 
honor made a very ehort inaugural ad­ 
dress, and introduced the lecturer of the 
evening. Colonel George H. Smith, who, 
in an interesting lecture, which lasted 
utnirlv two hours ana a hali, set forth 
the “ Elements of the Law of Contract.” 
The speaker began by explaining that a 
contract,according to section 1,549 of the 
Civil Code, was defined as “an agree­ 
ment to do or not to do a certain thing," 
which he announced as the correct 
definition. 
He stated, however, that 
Blackstone’s definition, which wae some­ 
what similar, was mors generally fol­ 
lowed ; but both were defective in that 
they did not include executed contracts, 
grants, salee, and many others. Nearly 
every book bearing on the subject of con­ 
tracts differs with itself as to the defl* 
nition of the word. Tke lecturer laid 
great stress upon the definitions of words 
n general, and said that as they lie at 
the bottom of every social science, the 
student 
could not spend too much 
time or 
take 
too 
much 
trouble 
to thorsughly 
learn a correct defi­ 
nition. 
ColoDel Smith then proceeded 
with detailed explanations of the various 
kinds of contracts, citing the authorities 
first in every instance, aud then elucidat­ 
ing their salient points more fully by 
examples. He next went into tne ques­ 
tion of the functions of a contract and 
the place which is accorded to it in law, 
explaining that its function wae to afford 
a means for the transfer 
rights from 
one person to another. This opened a 
fresh subjaet, that of events, the lecturer 
having said that every right originates in 
some event; and he stated that the sub­ 
ject of events was one of the moet import­ 
ant in law. They were divided into two 
classes,volitional and non-volitional. The 
original and fundamental right of man 
to contract his own faculties originated in 
the eimple event of his birth, was modi­ 
fied by the event of his coming of age, 
and was lest- by death. 
From this sub­ 
ject Colonel Smith passed on to that of 
the two classes of human acts, lawful and 
unlawful acts, and he proceeded to the 
division of rights 
into two classes, 
ownership 
and 
obligation. 
He 
alluded 
to 
the 
deficiency 
of 
the English and American law books 
in their scientific treatment of the sub­ 
ject under discussion, and spoke in 
eulogistic terms of the works of several 
foreign jurists, which he said were fre­ 
quently quoted by the courts in this 
country at the present time. 
The question of who were capable of 
making contracts was then brought up 
for discussion and thoroughly gone into 
by the lecturer, who concluded with a 
dissertation upon the question of how 
far the validity of a contract depended 
upon the subject of consideration.

representation. Whatever consideration 
wae given, the State wae largely in favor 
of tbe northern portion. 
On his recent visit the Colonel de­ 
clares he found aa entirely different 
sentiment prevailing, and the people of 
Chicago are looking to Southern Califor­ 
nia as a sort of future land of promise. 
The indications for tourist travel and for 
immigration, he says, are better than 
ever before, and there is general con­ 
fidence in the coming prosperity of this 
section/ It will be remembered that a 
good many millions of Chicago capital 
went into the cable railway. This stock 
is scattered among three or four hundred

Leonard A. Harris, First Vice-President, 
who during the absence of General 
Franklin in Paris is fulfilling the duties 
of Chairman; Col. J. B. Thomas, Gov­ 
ernor of the Dayton, Ohio, Home, and 
Col. II. H. Markham, Local Manager of 
the 
Pacific Branch oí the Soldiers’ 
Homes; also the G. A. R. committee, 
consisting of Col. Mudge, J. E. McCo- 
mas, Erwin Barr, W. B. Van Kirk, 8. H. 
Young, E. A. Meiggs and Capt. Shaw; 
and in addition to these therefore Col. 
H. G. Otis, of the Times, H. L. Osborne, 
of the Exprese, General Johnson and 
representatives of the daily papers. 
The hours before noon were devoted 
by all to looking about the grounds and 
talking to the veterans who were as­ 
sembled in knots about their quarters 
talking over the situation and discussing 
the probable outcome of the inquiry. 
It 
waa officially given out that any com­ 
plaints that were to be made would be 
heard by the board in session at 1 p. m., 
and naturally those who wished to air 
their grievances, did not make their usual 
trip to town. The H erald man managed 
to secure a few minutes conversation 
with Colonels Harris, Thomas and Mark 
ham, and asked them what they thought 
of the condition of affairs at the Home. 
They all expressed themselves as well 
satisfied with the general run of things, 
and declared that the new water workB 
were answering all their expectations. 
Speaking of the lack of appropriations, 
Colonel Harris remarked that the board 
would apply for (269,000 for the Santa 
Monica Home, at the next Congress, as 
a great deal of money was needed for 
construction purposes. 
It would not, 
however, be available, he said, before 
the 30th of next June. 
When the subject of the tharges against 
Governor Treichei was brought up the 
managers announced that they would 
not express any opinion at preeent, but 
that they intended to make a thorough 
examination of everything, hear every 
complaint and in each instance investi­ 
gate. 
How long they would remain 
here they did not know, but Colonel 
Harris said that they would stay until 
they cleared up everything. 
During the conversation Colonel Harris 
stated that he was much surprised when 
in the East he heard that the old soldiers 
who died here were buried in paupers' 
E 
tves. 
Since his arrival here on Sun- 
y he had looked into the matter very 
thoroughly, and had found that every 
veteran had had a Christian aud an 
honored funeral. As to the graveyard, it 
was as pretty and aa nice a place as 
could be deBired. 
About noon luncheon was served to 
the visitors at Colonel Treichel’s resi­ 
dence, and the hospitable Governor and 
his brother made every one feel com­ 
fortable and well satisfied during their 
stay in the home quarters. 
When the 
repast was concluded adjournment was 
taken to the Governor’s offices at the 
south end of the grounds an 1 there 
THE LNVEBTI8ATI0N BEGAN. 
Col. Harris conducted the examina­ 
tion, Col. Markham cross-examined and 
Col. Thomas sat between them, listen­ 
ing carefully to all that transpired. The 
visiting G. A. R.,committeemen and the 
other guests were also accommodated 
with seats, but besides these the room 
waa kept clear, an orderly being posted 
at the door with instructions to only ad­ 
mit one witness at a time. 
George Davis was the first complain 
ant. He said that he considered Gover­ 
nor Treichei subject to mental aberra 
tion. He thought bo from his general 
observations. He wa9 not there actually 
to complain, but he did not think that 
the quantity and quality of the food was 
good. He complained that he did not 
set any meat from Thursday to Satur­ 
day, evidently forgetting that Friday was 
a fish day. 
James Kelly was the next. He said 
that he had applied to the Governor for 
a furlough, and that it was refused, 
wherenpon he had left the Home. He 
had no other complaint, but he wanted 
to know if heceuld get back in the Home 
later on. He was told “ Yes, if he be­ 
haved himself.” 
Thomas Keller' next appeared. He 
laid that the food was good for a well 
man, bat not for one in his condition, as 
he was sick. He had no fanlt to fiad 
with the Doctor, but he thought that the 
hospital fare should be better. 
Thomas Graham eaid that he had to 
complain of injustice on the part of Col. 
Treichei. He had been brought before 
Sergeant McCall on the charge of mak­ 
ing a disturbance, but the Governor 
would not bear the evidence he wished 
to produce. WitueBe also complained of 
the food, and said he had occasionally 
to leave the table unsatisfied. 
Charles Shaw, another hospital pa­ 
tient, was next, aud said that he had 
very little cause of complaint. 
He, 
however, did not have sufficient nour­ 
ishment, although he sat at the conva­ 
lescent table. 
He wanted a change of 
diet, and Col. Harris said the surgeon 
would arrange that for him. 
David Stevenson next testified. He 
said that he was the shoemaker of the 
Home, and that he thought he ought to 
have more pay, for he wae only getting 
the same remuneration now that he had 
when there were 300 men, whereas now 
there were 400 men. Colonel Harris in­ 
formed him that his case wonld be at­ 
tended to. 
James Halpin, an ex-member of the 
Yoontville Home said that he had to 
eomplain about the broad, that it was so 
hard that he coaid not eat it. The batter 
was good bat the meat not. Witness 
dwelt a good deal on the bread being 
hard bat admitted that bis teeth were 
bad, he being 65 years of age. 
Jno. McKenna also formerly of Yount- 
vfUa was next on the aland. He waa a< 


hospital patient and thought that he was 
not being properly treated aa regards 
diet. 
E. C. Ketchom complained that when 
he arrived he was shown the road to the 
barracks and was told that that was the 
trail to Castle Garden. The potatoes 
were sometimes bad and the meat tongh. 
The coffee and tea were good, tbe batter 
good and the bread very good. The hash 
waa too rich. 
M. L. Higgins said that he was a 
disappointed man for he did not think 
that the Governor was the father to the 
men he ehonld be. He also complained 
aboat the flag not flying. The food he 
thought was good for men of health but 
not for old men. The coffee was bad. 
He complained about the Quartermaster 
and called him a beastly brute. Said he 
had never reported him'to the Governor. 
J. A. Bolton said that he had no com­ 
plaint whatever on his own account, and 
then he spoke about the treatment of a 
couple of his friends. 
Before going he 
paid a compliment to Superintendent 
Goodall, whom he said had been much 
maligned. 
Jno. Glancy complained about the 
Quartermaster and said that he could 
not get the clothes he wanted. He did 
not tell the Governor. He also com­ 
plained about the board. 
Wm. G. 8toughton said that he had 
no personal antipathy against the Gover­ 
nor, bat the management was bad. 
W. J. Moore complained that he had 
done work as a teamster and had only 
received (7 a 
month, 
whereaa 
the 
civilians working alongside him had (10 
a month. 
Jno. Collins said that the food was 
poor. He said that when visitors came 
special provisions were put on the table. 
Ernest Wirneke complained about the 
tough quality of the food, but admitted 
that his teeth were bad. 
H. A. Russell said that be could not 
substantiate what had been credited to 
him in the Tribune. He had no com­ 
plaints against the Governor. 
Daniel Etter was a moat vivacious wit­ 
ness. He said that under the circum­ 
stances everything about the Home was 
all right, but that he thought the food 
might be better. 
At this point the visitors from Los 
Angeles were compelled to leave,and the 
investigation was closed. 
The 
Board 
of Managers decided 
to hear what the members of the 
G. A. R. Committee have to say this 
morning. They request the committee to 
leave Lqb Angeles on the 10 o’clock 
train this morning over the Los Angeles 
and Pacific railroad.

The annual session of the Southern 
California Odontological Society com­

Nadean, President J. M. White in the 
chair, and the following members pres­ 
ent: Drs.

Shortly after the calling of the roll, 
President White delivered his annnaj 
address, in which he said: 
Gentlemen: I feel that oar society 
yet needs a more sore foundation in the 
hearts and minds of the dentists of 
Southern California, so I hope you 


will bear with me while I try to per­ 
form the task of riveting more firmly 
on yonr minds a clear perception of 
the great necessity for more atten­ 
tion, more energy, more spirit and 
force being thrown into oar society. 
Every ono of you can do something 
to make our meetings interesting ana 
beneficidl.

live for ourselves alone? 
If your 
most supreme good íb to be obtained by 
keeping aloof from one another, then let 
us dissolve tliis little band of earnest 
workers who have labored for the past 
four years to establish a society in South­ 
ern California; let us return to our labor­ 
atories, lock ourselves in, and resolve 
that we will know nothing but what we 
obtain at home or learn as chance is pro­ 
pitious, aud casts a pearl of wisdom now 
and then into our supremely selfish laps. 
Two dentists, however limited be their 
general information of the profession, 
cannot converse five minuteB together on 
their methods of practice and plans of 
procedure in their laboratory but they 
will benefit each other. If you wish to 
obtain the points of skill, yoa must learn 
all you can aud then tell all you know to 
the members of tbe Southern California 
Odontological Society. For just so sure 
that two caudles caiir give more light 
than ODe, and certain as it is that yours 
gives less after having lighted your neigh­ 
bor’s, just as sure are you to be benefited 
by this course. This is a self-evident 
proposition, and needs no argument to 
make it clear as sunlight. The dentist 
who neglects or refuses to attend the 
meetings of some society not» only loses 
that which he might gain from others, 
but he smothers up under his self­ 
ishness the little grain which is so 
precious. Such a one is unfitted to as­ 
sociate with his fellow practitioners. He 
is unfitted for the trying responsibilities 
of his position. He is unfitted for even 
the position of a good neighbor. He is 
unworthy of the confidence and esteem 
of his patrons or the public at large 
And the name of any dentist w o 
steadily and persistently refuses to con­ 
nect himself with a dental scciety should 
be made known to the public as one who 
refuses to take the means placed before 
him to enable him to do that justice to 
his patients in his operations which they 
have a right to expect and demand. 
At II o'clock the dentists adjourned to 
tbe office of Dr. White, where illustra­ 
tions were given by several of the den 
tists on special subjects. A number of 
the papers announced iu yesterday’s 
H erald were read during the afternoon 
and evening. 
Today the session will 
close with the annual election of officers.

How Has the Administration 
Kept Its Promises? 


ITS CIVIL 8BBVICE 
BECORD. 


Platform Pledjrea Flagrantly Violated 
by the Republican 
Eiecutive. 


I Associated Presa Dispatches to the (Hbzald. 1 
P h iladelphia, October 1.—The Na­ 
tional Civil Service Reform League met 
in annual Beeeion here today. Follow­ 
ing are extracta from the annual address 
of its President, Hon. George William 
Cartis, of New York: 
The speaker began with a statement as 
to the explicit pledges of the Republican 
platform in the last National campaign, 
and the reiteration of those pledges by 
President Harrison to preserve and ex­ 
tend civil service reform in letter and 
spirit. Mr. Cartis' long address was 
nearly all devoted to inquiry as to 
whether or not those pledges had been 
fulfilled. As a signboard to show in 
what direction he was going, the speaker 
pointed out that during the first five 
months of the present Administration 
Assistant Postmaster-General Clark­ 
son removed fifteen thousand fourth- 
class postmasters, or more than 
one-foarth of the entire list. He said it 
is not an answer to say that civil service 
reform was not favored by the majority 
of the people. The only way in which 
the views of the majority can be known 
is by the result of the election, and this 
Administration was elected on a platform 
as distinctly pledged to civil service re­ 
form as to protective tariff. Whether 
or not it is the wish of the majority, it is 
certain that the Chief Executive stands 
solemnly pledged to it. 
The speaker then quotes from Admin­ 
istration newspapers in various parts of 
the country jeers and words of contempt 
for reform in the civil service; touches 
upon open adverse declarations, or sig­ 
nificant silence, in various recent Repub­ 
lican gatherings and conventions, and 
finds that eminent members of the party, 
official and otherwise, openly spurn such 
reform. Even in the Cabinet there are 
members who decline to give open ad­ 
herence to it. The address then contin- 
nes as follows: 
“ While this is the public sentiment of 
the party as revealed in all the ordinary 
methods, what is its executive actions? 
Does that conform to the platform prom­ 
ise and the President’s pledge? The 
knowledge of every citizen in his own' 
community answers. The daily record 
of the newspapers for seven months 
answers. The general political proscrip­ 
tion policy which President Harri­ 
son, 
when 
a 
Senator, 
defined 
as 
'the 
frank 
and 
bold, 
if 
not 
brutal, 
method 
of 
turning 
men and women out simply for política 
opinion, the clean sweep which is pro­ 
ceeding in the Postoffice Department ;1 
the alarm which pervades every branch 
of service; the open, flagrant contempt 
for public opinion, for private informa­ 
tion and for party promise, which was 
shown in the appointment of the late 
Commissioner of Pensions; executive 
refusal to include the Census in 
the civil service rules, and the 
removal of public officers conspicuously 
fitted by character, ability and ex- 
S 
rience, who have absolutely and con- 
isedly disregarded politics in their 
devotion to official duty and public 
service,—all these facts, and such as 
these, answer this question. How has 
executive action conformed to party 
promise and the President’s pledge T” 
Further along he said: 
“The President has selected an ad­ 
mirable Civil Service Commission; every 
member of it is a sincere believer in the 
necessity and practicability of reform, 
and its vigilance and vigor are the best 
earnest of its effective service. He has 
refused also to extend the time appointed 
for including the railway mail Bervice 
within the rules, and he has authorized 
the publication of eligible lists. Besides 
these few executive acts, the signifi­ 
cance of which is destroyed by the gen­ 
eral executive course, there is little that 
shows any effective party regard for the 
resounding promises of the platform.” 
The speaker finds, however, that re­ 
form of the civil service is making 
headway as a sentiment among the peo­ 
ple. As with all progress worth fighting 
for the contest is stubborn and resolute; 
delays and defeats are inevitable, but 
temporary advance sure. 


TH E NAVASSA KIOT. 
P articulars at the U prising of 
Negro Laborers. 
B altim ore, October 1.—The first 
authentic information about the recent 
riots on Navassa island was received 
here last night in a letter from Dr. 
Smith, Acting Superintendent of the 
Navassa Phosphate Company, who, 
with C. W. Roby, mine boss, and one 
other official, the only surviving officers 
of the bloody affray, have taken refuge 
on the British man-of-war Forward, 
which came to their assistance. Dr. 
Smith writes that on the morning of the 
14th of September, the negroes arose 
in 
insurrection and killed 
four 
officers—Thomas N. Foster, Joseph 
Fales, James Mahon and William 
T. 
Shea. 
Roby was 
first 
as­ 
saulted in the diggings, and left for dead. 
At noon the men congregated in front 
of the Superintendent’s house and re­ 
fused to work. When Jones attempted 
to arrest one of the ringleaders he was 
knocked 
down, 
and 
in a few 
minutes a howling mob surrounded 
him. He managed to get to the 
house, where 
the other officers 
sought shelter, through volleys of rocks 
and other missiles hurled at them. He 
took refuge in the npper story of the 
Superintendent’s house, and opened fire 
on the mob. Tbe battle lasted three'1 
hours with an occasional negro wounded, 
when the inmates were startled by the 
explosion of a dynamite bomb on the 
lower porch. This was soon followed by 
another, until there was a continual roar 
of dynamite. When the officers tried to 
geek another shelter Foster was butchered 
with knives, and Joseph Foies chopped 
to pieceB with axes. 
Wm. Shea and 
James Mahon were also murdered. All 
the murdered men are Baltimoreans. 
The negroes still have possession of the 
i s l a n d .

WHOLESALE ROBBER V • 
Alm a an d Object! of tbe Sugar T rust 
M anipulator.* 
New Y ork, October 1.—The extraor­ 
dinary fluctuations in the price of Sugar 
TruBt certificates in the stock market 
daring the last three days, has opened 
the eyes of the public to a new danger. 
The insiders who control this gigantic 
monopoly are apparently not alone satis­ 
fied with robbing the poor man of his sav­ 
ings by putting up the prioe of an article of 


necessity in order to increase their own 
enormous wealth, but they must also 
manipulate their tt >ck in the market in 
such a manner as to deceive interest pur­ 
chasers, 
and 
ruin honest invest 
ors in their securities. In the opinion of 
the shrewdest j udges in the “street,” the 
course of the Sugar Trust stock 
from tbe time it was put upon 
the 
market, almost a year ago, 
up to the present, shows that it has been 
manipulated with this end in view, and 
recent events have confirmed the sus­ 
picions that have been openly expressed 
for six months past. Two and three 
weekS'ago several of the most prominent 
commission houses on the street began 
to warn their customers that there was 
something wrong with the Sugar 
Trust, ana advised them to sell out if 
they were carrying any, and to let it 
alone for the future, for the sugar kings 
were after their money, and they would 
get it, too, if the outside speculative com­ 
munity dabbled in the stock any longer. 
TH E SILVER QliENTISN. 
M ow It Affects tb e Indnatrl** ef 
tbe N atlen . 
St. Louis, October 1.—The Call and 
Address Committee of the National Sil­ 
ver Convention met this afternoon in 
consultation with Congressman R. P. 
Bland, df Missouri, and Colonel Egan, 
of Colorado. 
The address as prepared 
covers the silver question as it concerns 
the welfare of the various industries 
of the country. Particular stress is 
laid upon the subject in its con­ 
nection with the agricultural industry 
of the United States, and statistics are 
given showing the manner in which the 
American farmer and laborer is brought 
into competition with the Hindoo labor­ 
ers of India, the latte x not only being 
able to shat the American farmer out of 
the markets of Europe, but being able 
also to ship even to the markets of New 
York, Chicago, St. Louis and other 
American centers. The question is given 
its broadest possible scope, and is 
strongly emphasized. The committee also 
fixed representation at twenty delegates 
for each State and Territory, and em­ 
powered and requested the Governors of 
the same to appoint twenty delegates 
and twenty alternate*. The right was 
reserved for the Executive Committee to 
appoint one hundred delegates-at-large 
from the United States. The Finance 
Committee meets Friday of this week, 
and the Transportation and other com­ 
mittees are getting their work in hand. 
A B T I’IL BOOBER8. 
E vasive T estim ony Before tbe In ­ 
terstate C om m lealen. 
Chicago, October 1.—The Interstate 
Commerce Commission listened to a lot 
of testimony regarding alleged violations 
of the law in regard to through, joint 
rates by the Chicago and Alton, all in the 
shape of rumors. 
Chairman Midgley, of the Western 
Freight Association, gave tho origin of 
the stop-over privilege for stock and 
grain at Kansas City, and his answer to 
a question disclosed the fact that from a 
period of ten days originally it had been 
subsequently extended to thirty days, 
later to six months, and he admitted 
finally that grain has been shipped on 
bills four years old. 
F. C. Mayley, joint agent of the 
Western Freight Association at Kansas 
City, occupied nearly two hoars in dodg­ 
ing questions and telling rumors he had 
heard. According to these rumors, not 
only the Alton but the Rock Island and 
St. Paul roads were guilty of leasing cars. 
The rnmors could not lie untangled, and

OUTOBEK POKE. 
A C hlcag* firm T ryin g to Corner 
tbe M arket. 
Chicaoo, October I.—Rnmors of a 
corner in October pork, which have been 
flying around for several days, had a 
certain color given to them this morning 
when an injunction was asked restrain­ 
ing the Board of Trade from issuing cer­ 
tificates declaring pork smoked in Octo­ 
ber merchantable and standard. The 
complainant is W. S. Wallace, of Haw- 
yor, Wallace A Co., New York. Wallace 
avers that he has contracts for 
large amounts of October pork; that 
under the rule as it now stands, pork 
packed during this month is not deliver­ 
able until it has remained iu cold storage 
thirty days, and that the men who have 
sold complainant October pork, being 
short, are seeking this means to fill their 
contracts. 
On behalf of defendants it is admitted 
that this pork mast remain in cold stor­ 
age thirty days, but they contend that it 
is delivered on contracts,and declare that 
the rule otherwise would inflict a hard­ 
ship on the “shorts,” because complain­ 
ant is running a corner in October pork.

That th e newspapers of the Eeat see 
m any of their best citizens depart for 
California with great regret is beyond 
question, and we encounter frequent evi­ 
dences of that fact in the journals pub­ 
lished in th at section. 
A Sacramento 
paper was at great pains to collect the 
statistics of the “ bursted paper town” 
boom which were pieEented at the State 
Board of Equalization for the purpose of 
reducing our assessment, and the facte 
embodied in its article, afterwards elab­ 
orated by the San Francisco Bulletin, are 
being extensively copied from Maine to 
the Gulf. 
The Buckeport (Me.) Clipper, of Sep­ 
tem ber 21et, eagerly reproduced these 
statistics, with some eage reflections of 
its own, as thna: 
The etay-at-home friends of the num er­ 
ous Maine men who invested heavily in 
California lands, can read the following 
and congratulate themselves that they 
were listed among the old fogies: 
Because a patch of Band lies under a 
cloudless sky it is not necessarily valua­ 
ble real estate, as the people who invested 
in real estate in Southern California not 
long ago are finding oat. 
Before the

allegiance to monarchical ideas of courts 
All their acts should be in the light of 
day, subject to legitimate criticism and 
always open to inspection. 
If the news­ 
papers think it subserves the public in­ 
terests to report their proceedings they 
shonld be allowed to do so, and the line 
ought to be drawn not at the option of 
the judge but on considerations of the 
public good and decency. 
This Flack 
case will not have been without good re 
suits if it shall inaugurate an era of pub­ 
licity in all divorce proceedings. 
In 
California we need it both in divorce 
and attachm ent cases. 
The forcibly ex­ 
pressed opinions of the Grand Jnry of 
New York cannot fail to exert a great 
influence upon public sentim ent on this 
m atter all through the U nited States.

sinks out of sight, rises up like a moun­ 
tain, sinks and rises again, then floats 
slowly toward our ship, but ehe is away 
far enough to be cut of danger. 
The water which was before so calm 
and still rises like a heavy sea, the 
waves come faster and faster, followed 
by others, till we are obliged to run up a 
rocky cañón to keep from being drawn 
into the cold, icy waters. 
This heavy 
crash loosened many other large pieces, 
and for t moment it seemed as thongh 
the whole front was coming down before 
us. No sooner do these rise from their 
watery home than piece after piece come 
cracking down upon them , sending icy 
splinters far np in the air. All this,

THE MUIR GLACIER. 


A Lo* A ngele* Cilrl Describe* It. 
Miss Grace Stewart, a Los Angeles 
young lady, made the trip to A laska this 
year, and has given her impressions of 
w hat she Baw in a very interesting series 
of papera published in the San Francisco 
Mining and Scientific Press. 
From the 
last contribution we take the following 
graphic description of the famous Muir 
glacier giving birth to an iceberg: 
We stepped into theflttle boats, and in 
a few minutes were on shore, which 
seemed like a foreign land. 
Following a 
little cañón, we were eoon hurrying over 
the rough and sharp-edged rocks, which 
was omy a thin carpet over a mountain 
of 
ice. 
It 
eeeinud more like 
being 
on 
a 
glacier 
when 
we 
reached 
the clear, 
white, honey-combed ice, 
free of stones and boulders. Keeping 
on, we soon reached a comparatively 
high point overlooking a small portion 
of the icy riv er; there we stood for some 
tim e gazing at tne wonders abont us. 
A 
portion of the crystal river is heaped into 
ronnded hills and knolls ; a great e; space 
in the centre, which ie stated by scienti­ 
fic men to move sixty feet a day, is splin­ 
tered into thousands aud millions of 
spites and pinnacles from ten to thirty 
and even forty feet in height, shaded 
from a deep sea blue at the base to a sil­ 
very white at the summit. 
Over the 
whole of the glacier there are thousauds 
of crevices, and rushing water can be 
heard dashing aud gurgling in the depths 
below. 
One must be on the lookout 
where he puts his alpenstock, for often 
you come suddenly upon holes not more 
than 
a foot- ^across 
the top that 
extend to the very bottom of the river. 
While roaming around we discovered a 
weil about four feet in diam eter; one by 
one we lay flat down and looked into one 
of God’s wonders—a beautiful sight.

moderate. 
Los Angeles is also better 
provided with restaurants than ever be- 
fere. No city in the country has better 
places of this sort than this. 
As to the real estate m arket, there are 
all sorts of reassuring things being said. 
Bona fide sales are being made almost 
every day, and there is an increasing in­ 
quiry for business and residence lots, 
improved and unimproved. 
Buyers are 
still shy and cautious, but there are more 
of them. In some instances these people 
think some other has got an advantage 
of him in finding the cheapest lot in the 
city. A cate occurred last week where 
a lot out on Grand avenue changed 
hands, and at once the buyer was 
offered $500 advance by a covetous rival. 
One reason why the banks hold so large 
reserves is that the managers know the 
deposits are held here in many cases for 
the parchase of property, and they do not 
know what day very heavy dem ands may 
be made for this Durpose.
